One or two of A, B, E or D are N, and the others are CR 1 ; 

R 1 can be phenyl or substituted phenyl, which corresponds to the instant variable Ar; 
Xcan be NR J ; 

Y can be a bond or an alkylcne chain; 
Z can be a phenyl group of the formula (2).
